New York, Dec. 2—4#)—The New 
York Clearing House association re- 
ported record breaking clearings of 
$2,521,000,000. The previous record 
was $2,413,000,000 on July 3 last. 

Clearings at New York amounted 
for the five days last week to $7,599,- 
000,000, exceeding those for the six 
days a year ago by 9.7 per cent, while 
the total for all leading centers out- 
side of New York for last week of 
$3,323,158,000 is less than the amount 
reported for six days last year by 12.3 
percent... 

The total at all leading cities was 
$11,022,1583,000, a gain of 2 per cent 
over the aggregate for the six days 
of the corresponding week in 1927.
